BEEF IN CHICAGO. 

_ While purchasers of beef in Ne- 
vada complain that prices are high 
- and firm, dealers in Chicago, the 
great cattle market of the country, 
are quite gloomy over the prospect 
of a great decline in prices. Prices 
for cattle there are just $1 per 100 
pounds lower than one year ago. 
This coupled with the fact that cur- 
rent receipts are heavier than at the 
corresponding time last year, makes 
not a very bright prospect for feed- 
ers and for dealers who have been 
calculating upon last year’s prices 
or better; steers selling at $12 or 
$13 per head less than last year is 
something which most people had 
not expected, and something which 
few are prepared to meet. In a 
great many cases the difference in 
prices between now and one year 
ago represents the amount per head 
which people who have contracted 
cattle are losing. It is said by some 
that the present year is liable to 
prove a most disastrous onc to 
cattle shippers, because the bulk 
of the cattle in the country 
have been contracted and very few 
if any contracts have been mae 
at prices below last year’s rates. 
The amount of stock fed in the 
States west of Illinois is greater 
than many suppose, and unex- 
pected numbers of eastern cattle 
on the seaboard markets frequently 
seriously interfere with the calcu- 
lations of western shippers. Live 
stock is sold in Chicago by live 
weight, anda decline ef one cent 
per pound is about equal to two 
cents per pound dressed weight. A 
prominent dealer in Reno remarked 
yesterday that there would, in his 
opinion, be some very unexpected 
changes in the current of the beef 


business during the next year.

Wesson, Miss., April 26. 

Clara Barton, President of the Amer- 
ican Association of the Red Cross, is 
in Washington organizing relief for 
Copias county, and is doiug splen- 
didly. There are about 200 wounded, 
1,000 homeless,and everything, houses, 
bedding and clothing, blown away. 
In a course of 20 miles the desolati »n 
is complete, and no worthier occasion 
for sustained aid could be placed be- 
fore a sympathizing and geverous 
public. All is not yet known, but it 
is appalling ae itis. Money is needed 
at once, to pay the nurses, to ) ay 
food, clothing, etc. 

To-day the citizens of Wesson met 
and organized a branch organization, 
and steps were take to systemize the 
distribution of relief funds and articles 
received. Stores are being constantly 
received and distributed by the com- 
mittee. The most injured are in a 
destitute condition. Deaths are re- 
ported to-day of Mrs. Lampkins and 
Miss Mamie Shields. Six others are 
not expected to recover. The railroad 
and express company convey provis- 
ions and money for sufferers free of 
charge. Physicians say the scalp 
wounds are very serious in most cases 
and gangrene has set in. Many of 
the wounded have beem.sent to other 
points and are generally reported as 
doing well. Judge Bridewell has 
caused notices to be posted requesting 
persons finding money to hand the 
same to the commitiee that the 
proper owners may regain it, 
One party is known to have found $200 
in gold, the property of Miss Emma 
Terrell, who died of injuries at Rock- 


rt, 19 miles east of Beau rd. On 

earl river the cyclone did an im- 
mense amount of damage, A large 
number of persons are repurted killed 
and wounded. 


Fearful Railroad © Collision, With 
. Less of Life. 
Detroit, April 27. 

A terrible collision occurred this 
morning on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road near Olivet station between a 
regular passenger train moving west 
and a freight train following it. The air 
brakes attached to the passenger train 
did not work successfully and the 
train was stopped at the foot of a light 
grade and a signal sent back to the 
freight train, which was a heavy one. 
For some reason {ft passed the signal 
and rushed along into the rear of the 
passenger train, shivering into frag- 
ments two Pullman coaches. The 
conductor of a sleeper and two or three 
passengers were killed by the co'lision 
and 10 ur 12 persons seriously injured.

A London cablegram received here 
announces the shipment of 17 exhibits, 
including the “Rockett,” George 
Stephenson’s first locomotive, for dis- 
play at the Railway Exhibition, 
which op3ns in this city on May 2. 
In addition to the exposition build- 
ing the management has constructed 
temporary buildings on the lake front, 
making asiructure of five blocks in 
length, taken altogether.

Death of a Noted Clergyman. 
CINCINNATI, April 27. 
Rev. Dr. C. B. Boynton, aged 77, 
died this morning at the residence of 
his daughter, Mrs. H. H, Lockwood, 
in this city.

THE IRISH CONVENTION. 


Congratulations For Sunset Cox — 
Indictment Against the British 
Government. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 27. 

_It was nearly 11 o’clock before the 

Irish National Convention assembled 

this morning. Reading of the minutes 

was dispensed with. Dr. O’Rielly 
announced that the Committee on 

Resolutions had prepared a report, 

but was not yet ready to present it. 

The Chairman of the committee on 

Organization said that the Committee 

would not be ready to report until 

after the former committee had re- 
ported. After a long debate the Com- 
mittee on Organization had not been 
able to agree on the number of officers 
for the National League, or as to its 
exact schemes of government. The 

Secretary then read, by unanimous 

consent, a communication from 8S. 8. 

Cox of New York, congratulating the 

Convention on what it had achieved 

and declaring that it was impossible 

for’ Ireland to remain under the 

British Government. A vote of thanks 

was then passed to Cox. 

Father Boylan of Ireland and Father 
Agnew addressed the convention, 
congratulating it upon temperate ac- 
tion and declaring that England and 
Scotland ; would be the first to feel the 
effects of any intemperate action. 

At 20 minutes to 12 a recess was 
taken for two hours to await reports 
of committees. 

TLe convention re-assembled at 2:40. 
The report of the Commitiee on 
Resolutions says: ‘The Irish-Amer- 
ican people assembled in convention 
at Philadelphia submit to the intelli- 
gence and right reason of their fellow 
men that the duty of a government is 
to preserve the lives of the geverned; 
to defend their liberty; to protect their 
property ; to maintain peace and order; 
to allow each portion of the people an 
equitable and efficient voice in the 
Legislature, and to promote the gen- 
eral welfare by wise, just and humane 
laws. Wesolemnly declare, and cite 
unquestioned history and universal 
knowledge as living testimony thereof: 
First, that the English Government 
has existed in Ireland not to preserve 
the lives of the governed, but t de- 
stroy them.”’ The resolutions then 
pictured at length the barbarities ot 
the English Government; how the 
blazing torch has been applied t- 
asylutns filled with terrified women; 
how the deadiy bomb has been dis- 
charged into he]pless towns, and adds: 
“Asif the sword, cannon, torch, seaf 
fold, dagger and explosive were 
not enough, itenjoys the unique in- 
famy of being the only government 
known to ancient or modern times 
which has employed famine for the 
destruction of those from whom it 
claimed allegiance by forcibly rob- 
bing the Lrish people of the fruits of 
the soll produced by their own labor. 
It has buried not hundreds, not thous- 
sands, but more than millions of the 
Irish race, unshrouded aod uncoffined 
in the grave of hunger. It has merci- 
lessly compelled other millions in 
compulsory poverty to seek in alien 
lands the bread they were entitled to 
in their own. There are no forms 
of cruelty known to the lowest sav- 
age which it has not practiced on the 
Irish people in the name of the 
highest civilization.”’ 


A Notorious Coeounterfeiter Ar- 
rested for Swindling. 
New York, April 26. 

William Griffs, a notorious counter 
feiter, has been arrested. Griffs was 
born in London, educated at Eaton 
and studied counterfeiting inthe Bank 
of England. He came to this country 
in 1860, and studied lithographing se 
well that in 1878 the country was 
flooded with spurious £10 London 
bank notes. He traveled to Boston 
with a woman, The pair were known 
as Lord and Lady Ashburton. In 
Virginia City he was sentenced to 
eight years’ imprisonment tor swin- 
dling the Bank of Nevada. This was 
in 1879. Last September he was re- 
leased, it being thought he was dying. 
He came to this city, where a jeweler 
was swindled out of $1,600 by him. 
The latter informed Captain Williams 
and the arrest was made to-night.

CINCINNATI, April 27. 

Phil. R. Thompson, Jr., member of 
Congress from the Eighth District of 
Kentucky, shot and killed Walter 
Davies at Harrisburg Junction this 
morning.

PRE-EMPTION CLAIMS. 


Residence not Easential to a Bona 
Fide Settlement. 


In deciding a contested land case 
the Secretary of the Interior makes 
the following definition of the word 


“settlement,’’ as used in the Pre- 
emption Act: “Residence is not 
essential in a pre-emption settle- 
ment. A settler is one who dves 
some act on the land indicative of 
an intention to claim the benefit of 
the law. Although the erection of 
a house and residence thfereon may 
manifest such purpose, in connec- 
tion with other acts, yet there may 
be a valid settlement without resi- 
dence. To fell trees, to plow or 
fence the land, or lay the founda- 
tion for a house, or to do any other 
act which clearly manifests a pur- 
_— to convert the land into a 
won Mt if followed by eee a 

ve | ya mption right 
which ~ tes fash to its first act. 
No definite time within which the 
residence must commence is fixed 
by law. It must, however, be 
within such reasonable time as to 
manifest a purpose to comply with: 
the requirements of the law and to 
retain and not abandon the tract. 
In such case his rights will not be 
forteited.”’
